If the order of battio 1^ su«li (and 
the country admitt Of It) that il k ne* 
cessary to m akt breaebtp bi tbt ena-^ 
my'» iinc, for the cavalry 10 lUI in up- 
on them, the grand divisions of the re* 
giment are lo form a firing ceìumn of 
three platoons in dt'^pth, which are to 
march forward and pierce the enemy*t 
battalion in four placet, Ibat the cavalry 
behini ut may get iu amongst them 
an'd destroy them. In tuch ao attack« 
only the first of the three pUloona thould • 
fire, and immediately present tifieir 
bayonet» and charge. 1 he»e four bo.- 
diesareto be careful not to^run intq 
one another in their atuek biit to pier< 
servo the intervals at a proper ditlaoco. 
All the attackt in the night aro to bt 
made with the baybnti, im ltta when 
iroopt are posted with no other design 
than to alarm, harrass and fatigue tbt 
enemy, by firing at their out-pottt, or 
into their camp. 


A llpartbt thttaro intended to firtt, 
upon tbeonemy’t columht ofmareh| 
Upon their advanced guard or their 
rear, are to post themseivct ao as to bt 
able lo annoy the enemy without dan­ 
ger, and to cover themselvet with slight 
breast-works of sod beliir.d the hedges, 
or with.trees, and walls orditcbes, or 
any other protection, that if tho entmy 
reium tbe fire, it may d i nomisebief. 
These little parties to keep tiiair post« 
till the enemy prepare« to aitack with a 
superiority, upon which they are to re­ 
tire to some other place of the samo 
kind, and fire in the same niaimer-r-coQ- 
•tantly retiring when they are pushed. 
But when a considerable detachment uf 
foot is posted to annoy the enemy in 
their march, with orders to retirj when 
attacked by a superior force, ihe coun­ 
try behind is to be ca<efully examined, 
and some parties sent olf early to post 
themselves in tho roost advaiiKTgeou* 
manner to cover tho retreat of ibe rest 
this is always to be dmie (n all situationt 
when a coiniderable body is ordered to 
retire. 
If titi entrenchment is to be at- 
tacked, the troops should move as quick 
as possible towards the pUce, not in a 
line, but in little fiuiig columns of three 
or four platoons in depth, with small 
parties between each column, who ara 
to fire at the top of the parapet .wlien 
the rolamns approach, to divert the 
enemy's fire, and to facilitate <h«Ìr pass­ 
ing the ditch and scrambling over ibo 
p a r a p e t, which they muH endcavour'to 
do without less of time.

Utile purpose to fire »1 men who are 
covered with an entrenchment, but by 
attacking in the manner above mention­
